Hours before the scheduled time of 
his arrival the streets were lined with 
turbulent and joyful sons of the Emerald 
Isle, who wiled away the hours of wait- 
ing by singing the "Wearing of the 
Green" and "Patrick, Patrick I've been 
thinking" to. the accompanicment of the 
various brass bands stationed along the 
route of the procession. 

Punctually to the moment the surging 
crowds opposite the station gates saw 
a slender figure advance over the new 
yards of pavement that separated him 
from the waiting delegation of City Fa- 
thers. It must be Patrick Eamonn Mc- 
Curagh. Cries of "Up Sinn Fein" and 
"Erin go Bragh" rent the air, and the 
blue-coated police lines bent and sway- 
ed again as the eager throng strove to 
get a closer view of the great statesman. 

The staunch son of Republican Ire- 
land seemed very nervous at first for 
one of his exalted position. He hesitat- 
ed an instant but his slight almost boy- 
ish figure, clad in a servicablc tivccd 
suit was soon lost In the throng of his 
warm-hearted welcomcrs, and the crowd 
was only able to discern his vivid green 
bew-tie flashing out now and again from 
amid the brawny figures df his exulting 
hosts. 

A high-powered car with expert 
sharpshooters stationed at intervals 
along the running board 'rushed the 
Mayor and Mr. McCuragh to the City 
Hall, where he signed the roll with a 
gold pen. and was presented with the 
freedom of the City in a hansomely en- 
graved casket. The civic party and their 
guest then left for a luncheon to be giv- 
en in the Ambassodor's honour at Tam- 
many Hall.

. ,A FRESHMAN'S REVERIE. 



The first year of the average student at McGill is generally 
spent in trying' to adjust himself to the new conditions under which 
he finds himself. College life spells a complete change for most 
I freshmen from the mode of life to which they have been accus- 
tomed. Home life is exchanged for a life in which they are. thrown 
into more direct contact with their fellow students. This means an 
absence of restriction. The method of teaching prevalent in the 
university is entirely different from that employed by the high 
school teacher or principal. 

TThe outstanding phase of college life is its freedom. Freedom 
itch parental restrictions: freedom from the compelling neces- 
sity of preparing lessons day by day for some inexorable task- 
master. The mode of adjustment to this new factor in life is of 
paramount importance to first year men. It often means all the 
difference between graduating at Christmas and going forward 
I to a successful university course. The element of freedom that 
confronts us when we first enter upon our college career is rather 
[• illusive, and although it marks the absence of certain restrictions, 
it merely signifies that we have now the right to govern our-/ 
selves. The Christmas exams arc the final criterion as to whether 
thç freshman has governed himself wisely or foolishly.- 

^ When the freshman first enters the university he is, or at 
leajt he should be, strongly impressed by the fact that he is a very 
smfdl part of a very large institution. It is only by feeling a pro- 
pef spirit of humility that he will eventually come to realize that 
he is a very definite part of McGill. and will sense that indefinite 
intangible something, that for want of a better name, is called 
thé spirit of McGill. It is pre-eminently a fighting spirit that binds 
and knits the whole university into one great unit, and McGill 
teaches her men not only to fight to the last ditch, but to play the 
game for the game's sake, and when they lose, to lose like gen- 
tlefhen.' This fighting spirit that McGill gives to her undergrad- 
uates is perhaps Iter most valuable heritage. It will remain as a 
—'guiding star throughout life to those who have learned it, long 
afèr the cold dry facts of history and mathematics have faded 
from our memories. 

Let the freshmen learn first how to assume the responsibility 
of ordering their own lives well and wisely, then when they have 
proved themselves worthy of McGill, she will in her turn repay 
them richly by admitting them as an integral part of herself.

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FUTURISTIC STUDY OF A FRESHMAN BEFORE A DESCRIPT EXAM. 
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IS MINNESOTA 
SHIFT OF VALUE ? 

Play Originated in West 
Adopted in East 

The famous Minnesota shift, one of 
most baffling of aH football formations, 
was originated by "Doc" Williams, pre- 
sent coach ctf the Minnesota eleven. His 
shift has not only played a decisive part 
in western football but has reached out 
to change the character of the eastern 
game. 

The shift requires a heavy, fast team 
with especially heavy- backs for its best 
execution. From 1890 to 1895 Wisconsin 
suffered defeat at the hands of Minne- 
sota. The following five years, how- 
ever, while Richards, Karel, and Pyre 
were playing saw the situation reversed. 
The shift was a great play in this stage 
of football, and Coach Richards, who is 
said to be the only man who has stopp- 
ed it, got his (first experience with the 
formation during these years. 

A string of defeats followed after 
1902. The shift proved a pewcrftil factor 
in these defeats, although Minnesota's 
men were not very heavy. These defeats 
were stopped in 1911 when Richards 
first coached the Badgers. With "Kec- 
ikic" Moll one of Wisconsin's greatest 
garters, and Al Ruser playing, the shif- 
ty Minnesota squad was tied 6-6. In 1912 
when Wincdnsin won the western cham- 
pionship under thé tutelage Of Bill Ju- 
neau the shift was again beaten by a 
score df 12-0. Buts Butler did his part 
as tickle in this gàme and was awarded 
the hpnor of bèing the first All-Ainc- 
rican Badger player. 

A heavier team aided the operation of 
of the shift in later years. The value of 
the Minnesota play was demonstrated 
whtn Tom Shelvin taught it to Yale :n 
1914 and 1915, and old Eli beat Prince- 
ton and then Harvard, having won no 
other game during the season. In 1917, 
Carpenter, Simpson, Scott, and Weston 
broke up the Northmen's shift in a 10- 
7 Wisconsin victory at the dedication of 
the concrete stadium at Camp Randall, 
thé last game President Van Hise saw 
before hé died. Richards' play executed 
by Carpenter at Center was the defeat 
of the shift in this game. 

The tackles are used on the side of the 
line the play starts on in the Minnesota 
shift. The half who takes the ball usual- 
ly 'fakes a run on ithc end with the heavy 
interference of tackles and backs anil 
then dodges back to the other .side where 
his interference has taken care of the 
light defense left on that side. There 
was sentiment amous the students at 
Minnesota las year lo give up the shift 
and use open game more this fall. The 
<*t iftift remains an miportant' faelor in 
pm and present football.
